Blame for the great American eco- 
nomic calamity known as “the depres- 
sion” was hurled into the face of the 
republican party Friday night by Sen- 
ator Robert M. La Follette, of Wis- 
consin, progressive republican leader, 
who delivered an address before a 
mass meeting held under the auspices 
of the Atlanta League of Women 


Voters. 
Terming the two-year business 
slump as the greatest crisis America 


has faced since the World War, the 
young senator noisily rattled the skele- 
ton in the. republican party closet 
when he directly blamed the cause 0 
the present situation on the adminis- 
trations of Presidents Calvin Coolidge 
and Warren G. Harding. 

“For ten years,” Senator La Fol- 
lette charged, “the policy of our gov- 
ernment’s administration has been one 
of laissez faire. Since 1920 this pol- 
icy has dominated our nation and its;i 
affairs. As the result, 5 per cent o 
the population owns 80 per cent mi 
the country’s wealth; and 95 per cént 
own only 20 per cent of that wealth. 
It is now up to the government, and 
to the people of this nation to adopt 
a program that will meet this desper- 
ate situation.’ 

Party’s Failures Traced. 

Speaking before a large audience 
that filled the parquet, baleony and 
gallery of Wesley Memorial church, 
the son of the famous elder Senator 
La Follette, who died six years ago. 
did not allow his charges to remain 
abstract. He traced, step by step, cir- 
cumstances which he charged were di- 
rectly responsible for the utter col- 
lapse of the financial structure of the 
United States, so far as business, 
farming and commerce generally are 
concerned. And so evenly did the 
segments of his arguments fit into the 
whole picture of what now has come 
to be accepted as “the depression” 
that there was little doubt left in the 
minds of his hearers as to the logic 
of the proof offered. 

Much in the same temper as is 
his when arguing on the floor of the 
senate for progressive legislation, 
young “Bob” La Follette Friday night 
spoke feelingly of a disaster that 
could, he said, bave been averted but 
for the bland, supine attitude of those 
in power during the last decade. 

“Our elevators*and our warehouses 
are bursting ,with grain and other 
food stuffs,” be said—almost bitterly 
—‘‘while throughout this land of 
ours—the richest in all the world— 
men and women and children go hun- 
gry. We are faced with hunger, pri- 
vation and downright starvation.

Following the adoption of the 
Dawes plan for Germany came the 
great reconstruction loan for Germany, 
half of which©$110,000,000—the Mor- 
gan firm took the lead in placing in 
the United States market. Earlier the 
firm had arranged a credit of $100,- 
000,000 for the Bank of France, 

Morrow, never satisfied with half- 
way measures, took a Harvard pro- 
fessor to Europe and spent several 
months studying French finance and 
the possibilities of assistance to that 
financing in the way of payments 
from Germany. He wrote a small, pri- 
vately-printed book on the subject, and 
was one of the first to point out the 
prospects for enormous recuperative 
capacity on the part of France and 
ithe amazing potential abilities of na- 
tions generally to recover from the 
ravages of war. 

Not all the problems Morrow had 
to solve were across the ocean, He 
was deputed to deal with a difficult 
{financial condition confronting the 
peoreeuetent of Cuba in the early years 
of the present decade. 

In January, 1923, Morrow arranged 
the successful issuance in New York 
of a loan to Cuba of $50,000,000. 
Thus he furnished the government an 
opportunity to work itself out of its 
pressing difficulties and provided an- 
other example of friendly co-opera- 
tion from the United States to a 
neighboring people. 

Teacher to Teacher.

Six million farmers 
are being forced to sell their products, 
which they slaved to produce, on a 
glutted market and at ruinous prices. 
Add the families of these 6,000,000 
farmers and we have 30,000,000 more 
people whose purchasing power has 
been utterly destroyed. 

“In all, there are approximately 
80,000,000 of the population of the 
United States seriously affected by 
this colossal economic upheaval, due 
entirely to that same easy-going polli- 
ey of laissez faire which the govern- 
ment has been content to be guided 
by during the ten years just past,”

Inffation of Stock Values. 

Outlining the beginning of the 
false period of inflation of the stock 
market in 1923, Senator La Follette 
drew a picture of graphie clarity: A 
gigantic suction pump, as he portray- 
ed it, drawing to New York and Wall 
Street all the reserve funds of the 
country at large.

As the situation stands, it threat-

To many, the woe of destitution 
has been added to some incurable 
malady. Often there is nowhere these 
may go, for the public hospitals sel- 
dom take such long-drawn-out cases, 
confining their work largely to acci- 
dents and emergency ‘illnesses.

A few of the patients pay a little out 
of what meager savings they have 
been able to accumulate. .

Within the limits of its. capacity, 
the home takes every sort of incur- 
able malady except contagious or 
mental cases, 

A donation for the Community

social agencies that administer to the

An Unsafe Slam Try 


When a player decides to give up 
a certain game for the possibility of 
a Slam he should be sure that the 
chances of making a Slam are at 
least even. I receive a gréat many 
letters from bridge players everywhere 
telling the story of Slams made in the 
play, but missed in the bidding. Many 
of these, it is true, should have been 
bid as well as made and thereby the 
rich bonus for the Slam scored by the 
fortunate holder. On the other hand, 
there are many hands which through 
the favor of distribution will make 
Slams in actual play that should
